which were appeals to Communist party members to at in the interests of 
the people even though actually dropping from the Communist party was not 
feasible at present. In the future it is planned to have at least one 
talk a week which appeals specifically to Communist party members point- 
ing out the reasons why they must come over to the side of the national- 
ists and including some suggestions of just how they can help the cause 
of liberation. 

2. Internal Reception and ^percussions ? There have been no new defi- 

nite indications that HTGrubby is continuing to be heard and making any 
impression inside Wa^hooland, but L J3 is investigating infor- 

mation to the effect'" that a member of the ZRCrown team Sambo claimed 
HTGrubby was having a sensational effect on the people. In addition, 
Apple and Fig teams have both been a3kedto listen to HTGrubby and re- 
port on its reception. 

3. Personnel . C~ J ’s discussion with c j on his recent trip to 

Rome resulted in the agreement to submit to HTNeigh the names of Identi- 
ties (A) and (3) as replacements for t 3 and t -l, res- 

pectively, In addition, C- 3 met Identity ( C )”l^hc~^ppened To be 
passing through Rome, and the latter agreed to come to LCFlake as a 
staff member on HTGrubby sometime in November of this year. 

4. Leaflets. During this period, only one leaflet drop was made. On 

10 October 500,000 Radio Announcement leaflets were dropped over selected 
towns. Full reports on this operation will shortly be forwarded by 
JC Gl’s office. 
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
